AN 1MPOK1AXT 
CONFERENCE. 


American Bimetallic Commission 3Ie«t« 


English Fiduciary Officials. 


London, July 13.—An important con- 


ference was held at the foreign oflice 
yesterday 
between Senator Walcott, 


former Vice President Stevenson and 
General Paine, 
the 
m-embers of the 


United States bimetallic commission, 
Bnd Ambassador Hay, and Lord Salis- 
bury, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, Arthur Balfour, 
first lord of the treasury, 
and Lord 


G-eorge Hamilton, secretary of state for 
India, 


The conference, which lasted an hour, 


was preliminary to the carrying on of 
further negotiations on the subject of 
international bimetallism. 
The Amer- 


icans did most of the talking. 


Lord Salisbury inquired what were the 


powers of the American commissioners, 
and was informed that they stand au- 
thorized to make arrangements for hold- 
ing an international c&nference or to 
negotiate a treaty of international bi- 
metallism, which they might submit to 
their government for ratification. 


It was stated also that France was 


ready to co-operate with the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany in 
reaching an agreement for international 
bimetallism. 


The British representatives present 


made no statement indicating their itt- 
tentions in the matter. 


Consultations of high British officials 


will be held before another meeting with 
the American commission and in the 
meantime the latter will privately dis- 
cuss the question with Baron De Roths- 
child and other financiers, and endeavor 
to secure their support. 


Lord Salisbury accompanied Messrs. 


Walcott, Stevenson and Paine to lunch- 
eon at Windsor on Saturday when they 
were received by the r;i;een, and pre- 
sented to her majesty tiieir commissions 
as special envoys.

INTEREST 
NOW IN ARBITRATION. 


Coal Famine Confronting the 


. 
Country Very Soon.. 


' Pittstmrg, July 13. — IJeyonil the 
Strengthening of the miners' lines along 
the river there was little change in the 
Btrike situation yesterday. The iron- 
clad contracts which wera in force at 
several mines in the Mononogaliela val- 
ley were swept out of existence and the 
strike was made general in the fourth 
pool. The miners along the river are 
rejoicing over this victory. The only 
mine reported in operation in the region 
is the Equitable at Webster. It is it 
stock company, comprising about 75 
stockhaldem, and they are mining their 
own coal. 


A mass meeting' was held at Fayette 


City und plans made to look alter the 
strikers' interests and see that no mines 
resume. The men in the StlckPl Hollow 
mines of the Washington Coal company 
also came out, making th-> suspension 
complete in this district, osct'pi at the 
mines of the New York and Cleveland 
Ga s Coal company, where a bout 1200 men 
are working. No effort has yet been 
made to get these diggers ft-ivl the min- 
ers at other pits who have laul down 
their tools are.grumbling it tlio slowness 
Ot Dearmitt'i men in joining the move- 
ment. 


The hotheads are advising drastic 


measures. They have been 
kept- in 


check so far, but there is no telling when 
the fever will break, and a concerted 
move on Sandy and Plum Cre'»k madfc. 


The greatest interest is now mani- 


fested in the scheme to arbitrate tha 
strike question. Labor commissioners 
and official arbitrators of the several 
states affected are now in this city. 


Ail the states, with Hi™ exception of 


^Kentucky and Tennessee, where the 
strike is on, will be represented In ilio 
conferences which are Lo be held here 
during the next few days. Invitations 
have been sent to the coal operators of 
the Pittsburg district to muet the arbi- 
trators informally and talk over the 
matter of settling the strlko. 


Persons who are well acquainted with 


the warring factions that exist among 
the coal operators say they will be hard 
to get together in this mow, although 
the extreme gravity of the outlook may 
have the desired effect. 


Peace emissaries called .at President 


Dearmitt's office, and it is said that hfl 
told them tl would bp nt !°ast a day 01 
two before he could give them a definite 
answer as to the course of action lit1 
proposes to follow. 
If tho 
operators 


can be brought into line on the confer- 
ence idea there will be no obstacles in-

by the miners. 
President 


Ratchford notified the operator-! publicly 
a few days ago that he «-as ready for a 
conference at any time. 


There is a strong indication of a conl 


famine confronting the country within 
the next 10 days. It is claimed by con- 
servative operators that tho marketable 
supply at present, which is placed at 
10,000,000 bushel*, would be only able to 
meet tin? demands of the market for 
about a month under ordinary condi- 
tions. With the scarcity of coal al- 
ready prevailing at the lalra ports, it i3 
claimed the supply will not last ovst 
two weeks at the longest. In anticipa- 
tion of such a condition th? coal opera- 
tors are not very anxious to (111 orders, 
and are holding out for the advance in 
price that Is expected to resu't. Tho 
only source of supply is from the rivet 
mines, as the railroads are confiscating 
for their own use all the coal ready for 
shipment along their line?. 


This order was issued last v.'eek, and 


with the exception of permitting tha 
railroad operators filling nrclf rs forcoAl- 
ing vessels at the lake ports, no coal is 
allowed to leave the district. With th<_> 
supply limited to the Mononsrahela dis- 
trict, the prospects of famine is declared 
to be a certainty. There has been a 
marked increase in the price of coal 
within the present week. The retail 
dealers, as well as the operators in gen- 
eral, concede that a famine is imminent, 
and look for prices to advance beyond 
the limit reached during the previoul 
general strike of the miners in 1834. 


SPALDING AGAIN ON TRIAL.

IS. WAR POSSIBLE? 


Japan Must Keep Her Hands 


Strictly Off Hawaii. 


VIGOROUS POLICY ADOPTED 


State and Navy Departments Have Sent Very 


Grave Orders to Honolulu and Another 


Warship to Go at Once, An Eng- 


lish View of the Situation, 


New York, July 13.—A special from 


Washington announces important newa 
as to possible trouble with Japan. Any 
aggressive interference on the part of 
Japan will result in the landing of blue 
jackets and marines and hoisting of the 
American flag over the Hawaiian Islands, 
with or without the ratification of the 
pending annexation treaty. The admin- 
istration, realizing that some crisis might 
arise while the treaty still hangs fire in 
the senate, has taken steps to be pre- 
pared lor any emergency. 


Kear Admiral Beardaley will 
have, 


when the next steamer arrives in Hono- 
lulu, instructions giving him power to act 
in the manner indicated above at the firat 
sign of any aggression on the part of 


j Japan or trouble of any kind with which 


the local authorities are not able to cope. 


It was not until after the receipt of late 


mail advices from Hawaii that the gov- 
ernment considered it necessary to issue 
any specific instructions to the American 
minister and naval commander at Hawaii, 
regarding the cours* to be pursued in the 
event of trouble. 


These advices were of such a nature as 


to cause a conference between the state 
and navy department officials which has 
resulted in instructions, which contem- 
plate the landing of marines and the 
hoisting of the American flag over the 
government buildings in Honolulu upon 
the first sign of interference by any foreign 
nation. 


Rear Admiral Beardslee will be given 


sufficient force to carry out any program 
that events may force upon him. 


It is definitely settled that the battle- 


ship Oregon, now en route to San Fran- 
cisco from Seattle, will be dispatched to 
Hawaii as soon SB she can be prepared for 


the voyage. 
This will 
give Admiral 


Beardslee three vessels, the Oregon, 
Philadelphia and Marion. 


Japan has at present only one vessel in 


the harbor 
at 
Honolulu, the cruiser 


Naniwa. She has another cruiser at San- 
Francisco awaiting orders which may 
take her to the Hawaiian Islands. 


Members of the senate committee on 


foreign relations who have been informed 
of the purpose of the administration to 
assume control of affairs in Hawaii in the 
event of Japanese interference, do not 
consider that the annexation treaty in en- 
dangered by delay. 


While believing the reports from Hon- 


olulu concerning possible aggression by 
Japan were unnecessarily alarming the 
Washington authorities have considered 
it prudent to have American representa- 
tives in Hawaii clothed with all necessary 
uuthority to act promptly and forcibly if 
occasion should arise. 


The administration has adopted a very 


strong policy in the matter. 


London, July 13.—The Globe, comment 


ng upon Japan's attitude towards Ha- 
waii says: 


"The Japanese 
know precisely the 


strength of the American navy and are 
perfectly aware of their own superiority. 
It does not require the knowledge of an 
expert to foresee that in an ocean con- 
flict the United States would make a poor 
showing'. 


"It is morally certain that the Japanese 


ships would ravage the Pacific coast if the 
United States once became involved in 
hostilities with Japan. 
In that event 


Spain would havean opportunity of which 
she would probably not fail to take ad- 
vantage." 


A MILLIONAIRE SUICIDES 


Chicago, July 13.—In thp trial of ex- 


Bank President Charles W. Spalding 
for embezzlement yesterday, Prnfessoi 
S. W. Shattuck of the University of 
Illinois created a sensation by declaring 
that there was enough money in tha 
general fund of the university to meet 
all warrants drawn up to the date the 
bonds were hypothecated l>y Spalding. 
On the former trial Spalding contended 
that he hypothecated the endowment 
bonds in order to secure money with 
which to meet warrants issued by the 
officials of the university, and the same 
line of defense has been adopted In this 
present trial. The attorneys for the de- 
fense will attempt to show an entirely 
different state of affairs than that by 
Professor Shattuck's testimony. 


FLYWHEEL BURST.

North Adams is just entering upon that 


important municipal work—the making 
of "permanent" streets and pavements. 
It is a most important work, and so should 
be well done and, as Horace Greeley was 
wont to say, ''everlastingly done." But 
it is very easy not to do this work well, 
especially on first trial. Few cities or 
towns have started right or successfully. 
As u near-at-home example, Pittsfield 
has a rough, unsightly main street, in 
which thousands of dollars have been 
sunk with no good results. An ex-county 
commissioner recently said of its pave- 
ment that it hardly served as a monu- 
ment of the dollars sunk in it. 


Now comes a cry from Springfield pro- 


testing against "the management of the 
street department." One of the papers 
of that city says: 


"The tax payers of Springfield are 


mulcted scores of thousands ot dollars 
each year for the construction and main- 
tenance of suitable 
highways. So far 


there is not a suitable highway in the city. 
Jus; look at the situation. The Liberty 
street road to Chicopee Falls is a disgrace 
almost to the Chicopee Falls line. The 
road to Lonemeadow is 
little better. 


The road to Hampden, to Sixteen Acres, 
and to Wilbraham is in much the same 
state. As to the highways in the city 
proper what good word can be said of 
them."

str< et laid with vitrified brick last sum- 
mer are abominable owing to the way the 
pay. us; was laid. The gravel streets are 
worn thin and have long since ceased to 
be satisfactory. Up to this writing the 
lar.;j expenditure of money on the high- 
ways of Springfield has not been produc- 
tive of sueh results as the average intelli- 
gent citizen can approve. Repairs are as 
um vtisfactory aa original work. No block 
paxeincnt has ever been properly re- 
paiiedm this city, and as for macadam, 
when the original job fails that ends it;

From the law office of Charles Howard 


Williams of New York a circular letter is 
sent to the creditors and security holder« 
of the Mannesmann Cycle Tube Co.and th« 
Adams Power Co. which gives in detail 
the plan of settlement that Is now being 
attempted to secure the successful opera- 
tion of the Zylonite plant. The plan is to 
substitute the stock and bonds of the 
Mannesm»nn Cycle Tube works for the 
indebtedness and securities of the other 
companies and to receive the subscription 
of $150,000 as working capital for the new 
company.

Dewey Sent Jury Out. 


The criminal sitting of the Berkshire 


superior court began at Pittsfleld Monday 
at 11 o'clock with the session of the grand 
jury. Rev. Dr. Newton opened the sit- 
ting with prayer, and Judge Devvey went 
up from Great Harrington, where he has 
his summer home, and eant out the grand 
jury. tThcreJwas no special instruc- 
tion to give the panel from last winter. 
In calling the list several failed to re- 
spond to their names, and in the case of 
some tardy ones, who cameininthe after- 
noon, they explained that they did not 
know that they were to appear this sit- 
ting, as they had served for one Bitting in 
January, and supposed, like other travj 
erse jurors, they were to serve only once. 
Under the new law District Attorney 
Gardner asked for the appointment of a 
stenographer to take the evidence, and 
Official Stenographer H. T. Oatman was 
appointed and took the oath of office. 
The list is not as largo as formerly, there 
being only about fourteen cases for con- 
sideration, and it ia thought the evidence 
will all be in in all these cases by this 
evening. If that is done, the grand jury 
will visit the jail Wednesday and report 
to Judge Dewey In tho afternoon, Last 
winter thirty-four cases were considered, 
showing that crime has decreased mate- 
rially in the last six months. The most 
important Is the case against Dr. K. H. 
Neefua of Dalton, which will come today. 
The grand jurors expedited* business rap- 
idly yesterday, and considered several 
cases. Tho adjournment yesterday was 
until this morning at 9 o'clock.
